Temperance li 
tor answered tho question In two of Its phases 
FIret. as teachers, how to teaoh; and second, 
an superintendents, how shall we cause tem- 
perance to be taiurht In the schools. As to the 
first, the teacher should diligently and consci- 
entiously store his own mmd with facts con- 
cerning the results of temperate living: and tho 
etloots of Intemperance, based on obseri atlon 
and aolentltlo research. That he may be able 
to bring forth from the treasury of his mind, 
as opportunity offers, things old and new to 
prolltaMo instruction on this subject The 
teacher should know net only his pupils but 
their parents and their views on this subject, 
in order th«t his teaching muy not bo random 
shooting, but direct and effectual. 
As superintendents we m»> have temper- 
ance taught by putting temperance literature 
In the hands of tho people, holding temper- 
ance concerts, encouraging tho writing of 
essays on this subject, and encouraging tem- 
perance lectures la tho community.
